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HE preſent Eſtabi:ſhment in this 
State, was made with fo much 
Feace and general Satisfaction a- 
moneg all forts of Pr:cef-:2rrts that 
no Man would gueſs b:1t that it was cone with 
che Univerfal Confent of the Nation: they 
ſcem'd paſſionately to deſire it. as the only 
Security of the Prete;iant Relrgion, and their 
Native Liberty ahd Froperty ; and acccrding- 
Iy, when obtain'd, they approved it with all 
the demonſtrations of publick Joy and Tri- 
umph imaginable. None but the Rowan Ca- 
tbolcks were diſguſted, Tiey alone ſeem'd to 
labour under any diſcontent, or to re; ine at 
the late Revolution: And their diflaristact.on 
had thus much of excuſe in it, TI har it was 
the genuine effect ot their zeal for their Rehi- 
gion, which they apprehended was in danger 
of arotal extirpation, ſince they had loſt King 
James, whom they always eſtcem'd ies in 
vincible Patron and Proteftor. Hence it was, 
they could not behold the downfal of that 
unfortunare Monarch, without inſupportable 
Paſſion ; having been all along craaſporred 
with the moſt flounſhing bopes of his riſing 
Grandeur, and ot feeing the kcrmar Faith pro- 
pagared in theſe Nations, under the anſpici- 
ous influence of his Reign : ſo that their ſor- 
row ang diſcontents admit of fume Apology. 
The late Eclipſe of King Fames his Luſtre and 
Glory might well draw fghs trom their 
hearts, and rears from their eyes, Who were 
of his own Religion, and had tor 1ome time 
bask'd in the Sunſhine of his Proſperity. Gra- 
titude it felf muſt needs prompt 14m to con- 
dole his misfortunes, whom he had warm'd 
with tis Royal Favours.Grief and Compaſſion 
were but the due Attendants on their Maſter's 
Fall. 'I'hey could-do no lefs in Nature and 
Honour, than accompany the obſcure Ex:: of 
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their once-plorious Sovereign wich ſome fu- 
neſt thoughts ard reſentments. All this was 
Within the Verge of Nature and Humanity. 
But there is a I'ime and a Meaſure for all 
things. Ne aud n:ms. was Wholſom Advice. 
Men are not obliged to exhautt their Virals 
in unprchiable mourning for the lfs of a 
Friend or Patron; nenther had it been pru- 
cence inthe Roman Carheo;icks by an unſeaſo- 
nai-le and long continued peeviſhnets to have 
rencer'd thernielves burdenſom, and an eye- 
fore to the reſt of the Nation; and by a roo 
paſſionate fondneſs for a lolt Intereſt, to for- 

tcit that which they might otherwiſe keep. 
And yet, it this be nuttheir tault, there arc 
another fort of people in the Nation, Who are 
guilty of it, a kind of Malecontents who go 
up and down, inlinvating themtelves into all 
Companes, and priva:eiy ſowing the Secds 
ot Segition in ſuch tempers as they find flexi- 
b.e cnovgh to receive them. | heſe Men niuc- 
mar at che preſent Poſture of Atf.irs, whiſ- 
pering, Tear all w illegal and uniuſlifiatie 1 
challenging their Superiours with the Def«ſi- 
150” of therr lawty! Severerg And Ccalting n- 
vidious Reflections on the Government, they 
ſay. Toat rhe Doctrine of Mariana rhe Span:ſh 
Tejnr 8&5 Yor pratuica.ty tranſlated in'g Engl:ſh;

they geicant on the publick Condect of the 
State, endeavouring to ferment their Ditct» 
ples and Hearers into a beiict that Kirg fames 
will (horcly recurn with a powertul Army, 
and re-ſectle things on their right foundation. 
But, inmy opimon, thvie who give credit to 
this kind of tiuff, diicover more Paſſion thare 
Reaſeny 
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Reaſon, and a greater ſhare of Credulity than 
of Wir or goud Underſtanding. 1 hey rake 
an eſtirmate of thirgs by the Great, w.choue 
b.llance or meaſure. They condemn or ap- 
piove the Morions and Oreriures of State :n 
the lump, without examining and comparing 
the particilar emergencies from whence they 
loring. Such as thete are Men of ſhore Gil: 
courſe, who frame their conceptions of Pub 
Ik atf.irs from their mere exte'nal Ap; ear- 
ance 3 gazing on the ourfide of the Cabiner, 
they are dezled, and behold not the Secret 
within. Such as theſe are fi:ieſt to be impo- 
ſed on by the Incendiaries of the Nation, who 
are every Where Caballing, and making Par- 
ties tor the Franc, King, under the Notion of 
being Friends to King Famer. A Nation 
which they world fain improve fo far, as to 
peiſuaie ſome eafie men, That the intereit 
of the C hurch of England is involved with 
chat of King Fames; as if the one could not 
ſubſi;t wichour the Reſtauration of the other. 
This is the old Arnfice of Fation, to dreſs 
etcir intrigues in the diſguiſe of Religion; a 
ſucgelsful way to gain on the ſofter part of 
Mankind. And he that ſufters himſelf to be 
thus cajol'd, led by the Noſe, and cully'd 
out of his Senſe, fo as not to diſtErn a Snake 
in the Graſs, deſerves to be bit for a Remem- 
brancer, and a caution, not to be catch'd in 
the ſame Ngoſe again. Dces not the Church 
of EnglendFourifh much more under the 
Reign of King W:l:am and Queen Ma z,than 
it did under King James? Wherein has ſhe 
been diſcountenanced, or injured ? Or will 
theſe men pretend to more care for the 
Church of England than the Great Repreſen- 
cative of che Nation? Are not the Lords and 
Commons now afſlembied in Farliament (for 
the major part) of that Communion? Was it 
not with their Advice and Conſent the Regen- 
cy was firſt committed to the then Priuce of 
Orange ? Who afterwards was Crowned King 
of England, &c. A Prince whoſe Charatter 
furpats the bigheſt Rhetorick of Fame ! A 
_ Prince,whoſe more than Royal Virtues charm 
the World , -and beſpeak him another Tit«s 
Veſpatian, Delia bumani geners.." It is need- 
leſs ro examine or prove his Title co the [m- 
perial Crown of theſe Realms. That bas 
teen performed by more acurate and ju- 
dicious Pens. It is ſufficient chac He wich 
His Royal Conſoxt Queen May, are in 


atual pr ſſiſſicn of the Throne. We uſe 
co ay, 'Ihac Pofteſſion is elever Points of the 
Law; and had be no other pretenſions of 
R:ght and Title, yet che Unanimous Conſenc 
0; che Nation, With which he was inveſted” 
With the Riygaiza, may Well make up the 
twe.fth. His Mild and lndulgert Government 
1:nders Him beloved ar bome; and His 
a(live Reſolution and Cenduet againſt France 
Piucures ard crr.titms to Him Potent Allies 
abroad. Only Leu's the XIVth oppoſes Him 
without, and the big«.tted Fattion of Lews 
tere, malign and undermine Him within His 
Lomimons, ' bis reſtleſs Faction being bat- 
fled in their former Methods, have no other 
Stratagem left, but ſweetning the People with 
Panegy ricks on King Fames ; Leftures on the 
preſent Intereſt of the Church of Eng/and, and 
tine Harangues on the Genercſity of the 
French King: endeavouring to perſuade them, 
That ere long King James will return, and 
claim his own, and that he will find innume- 
rabie Friends to ſide with bim. Ey this means 
they prevail up n ſome caſie Natures, and 
tlatzer themſelves with a greater increaſe of 
Profely:es. Whereas, Suppoſing ſuch a thing 
ſhould come to pals as the landing of King 
Fames, yet, conſidering the general hatred 
Which the Engliſh bear to the French, it ſeems 
to me as calle for the Grand Signicy with for- 
ty or fifty thouſand Turks to conquer theſe 
Nations, as for King Fames to be reſtored by 
an Army of Men, whom all che Eng/iſb eſteem 
their mortal Enemies. Beſides, if the iſh, 
(who are of their own Rel'gion) baving late- 
ly experienced the French Integrity, grow 
weary of thoſe their new Patrons and moſt 
Chriltian Taskmaſters, and thereupon a con- 
ſiderable part of the Army have deſerted King 
'Femes ; you may be aflured the Evxpliſh (a 
People of much more refined Wits, and of 
contrary Intereſts to the French) will cake 
care to prevent their Encroachments and Ty- 
ranny, by not reſorting to him ac bis Land- 
ing. To conclude, there is no medium be- 
eween Liberty and Siavery, The One will 

be preſerved, by oppeſing the French, and © 


ſerving King Wiliem and the preſent Govern- 


ment ; the Orher will be introduced by our 
Divifions, and Revolt co the French, though 
mask'd with the plauſible pretext of ſerving.
